modern battleship. For Ave days Rus­

against the defenses and field artillery 
pounded them until the frosty air re­ 
verberated with the thunder of can­ 
non. the din of bursting shells and the 
rattle of m usketry; but neither steel- 
pointed shell nor nickel bullet availed 
against the frozen earthworks.

an excellent effect, and as the news 
slowly perm eates the laboring classes 
of Russia it is expected that it will 
make them content to wait for the 
promised reforms.
